1. The attached draft briefing notes were sent to us by 
General temnttger f g staff (Captains Stevens and Ftnc) with & request 
for CXk comment and concurrence . Theie Is eoasiderabls pressure 
of time eboat this request, because General bracdtaer is to appear 
■before the Senate Armed Services Committee m Friday and we axe 
told that he plans to use these same notes in briefing the Joint 
Cnracatttee on Atccaic Energy on Thursday afternoon. St normally uses 
the notes for hear ing s ■ 

2. A nuafiasr of changes which we recommended in an earlier 
draft have tees wads. Hr find that the present draft accurately 
reflects existing national estimates and information about the Soviet 
solitary forces, except at three places narked by clips: 

(a) da page 2 , and the associated slides 2 and 3 , we 
reccasaended that the chairman note that with respect 
to the 75-125 Soviet XXSM la u nc h ers estimated for 
mid- 1963 , the high elds of the range is now considered 
the more likely, lie also rseoanended that the chair- 
man point out that, as in the case of MHBMs, each 
Soviet KHI launcher will probably have more than one 
missile and therefore haws a reload ca p a bi l i ty idticb 
bB iCM launchers do not have. General Ismnttser’s 
staff did not add these points to the draft, but 
assured us that the chairman is fully briefed to 
bring them out in the fnsstloa-and-answer period.. 

(b) v» also note that in this same paragraph. General 
Lesmitser is using our so-called Intelligence 
Assumptions for Planning to arrive at an estimate of 
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Soviet ICBC lawaoiw ire la vm bane not 

pvvioasly reported these Aesuaptiosaa to Congress — 
for esanple, when Senator Syatagton us 
oar eetiaafcea recently, m did not refer to tl» 
AamHVtten* . However, they were prepared expressly 

for the ICS, sad we do not believe we css bow dhjeet 
to their vm.
